London, Aug. 15 .— Indications of 
a possible G erman retirem ent on a 
grand scale— perhaps as great as the 
fumed H indenburg w ithdraw al—-are 
contained in various reports, sem i­ 
official and otherwise, received today 
and tonight. 
Dispatches from British headquar­ 
ters seem to show that, the enemy has 
fallen back to a considerable depth 
over the six or seven mile front be­ 
tween Albert and Arras. 
Keport Flanders Shift. 
Added to this comes advices de­ 
claring that up in Flanders the en­ 
emy has pulled back his lines over a 
nine mile front to a depth of one 
and two miles. 
This, however, has 
not been confirmed. 
At the extreme end of the Picardy 
battle line the French have m ade 
furth er progress on the Thiescourt 
heights, and to the east of the Oise, 
constituting a greater menace to Noy - 
on, and making a w ithdraw al in this 
q uarte r more likely . 
Retrea t Specia list in Cha rg e. 
Moreover, a report from Paris de­ 
clares th a t Gen. von Boehn, known as 
a m aster of the strategy and tactics 
of retreat, has been placed in charge 
of the German forces operating in 
Picardy . 
In this connection it is pointed out 
th at the great H indenburg retreat 
was preceded by just such local w ith­ 
draw als as are taking place now. In 
well Informed quarters the announce­ 
m ent of a complete readjustm ent of 
the G erman lines, 
perhaps 
from 
Reims to the sea, would not come as 
a surprise. 
W in Ixx ’hI Successes. 
M eantime the French in the south 
and the Canadians to the north are 
pounding steadily at selected points 
and registering gains by . local a t­ 
tacks. 
Along the Thiescourt and Lassig- 
ny heights the French have gained 
almost complete control of this crit­ 
ical ground, and a bit to the east have 
extended their lines about a mile or 
so north and east 
of 
Ribecourt. 
They also have gained a footing in 
the Oursehamps forrest, which pro­ 
tects Noy on on the south. 
T onight’s report from Gen. Haig 
declared the Canadians have taken 
two villages a short distance north ­ 
west of Roy e, while the British have 
extended their lines southeast of Pro- 
y art. 
Ey es Turned to North. 
(By Associated Press) 
W ith the British Army in France, 
Aug. 
15 .— General interest in the 
situation aloug the Picardy battle 
front has shifted to the northw ard, 
w here it is confirmed that the G er­ 
m ans have evacuated some of their 
forw ard positions. 
Beaum ont-H am - 
el, Serre, Bucquoy , and Puisieux-au- 
Mont have been abandoned. 
British patrols crossed the Ancre 
at Authuille and Aveluy , north *of 
Albert, last night and went some 
distance before they were fired upon. 
Albert is still held strongly by the 
Germans. 
British patrols on ente r­ 
ing the town, were fired upon from 
the Albert cathedral. 
It will be rem em bered that the 
G erm an retirem ent in February 19 17 , 
to the H indenburg line was im m ed­ 
iately preceded by slight local re­ 
tirem ents such as have been made 
north of Albert. 
The my stery now is w hether some 
such plan is being carried out by the 
enemy . 
If this is true the situation 
should be clarified in a short time. 
Along the new Somme battlefront 
quiet still continues except for ra th ­ 
er increased artillery activity at sev­ 
eral points.

Both the French and British, how­ 
ever, are pushing closer, and m ak­ 
ing his prolonged tenantcy of the 
place doubtful. 
The British line has been advanc­ 
ed now in the neighborhood of Dam- 
ery and Parvillers while the French 
have moved forw ard west and south­ 
west of Roy e on a front of two and 
one-half miles. 
Apparently the enemy has come 
to the end of his w ithdraw al move­ 
m ent in the H ebuterne sector, north 
of Albert.

In the east, from Moscow to Vlad­ 
ivostok and from the W hite Sea to 
the Caspian sea the situation daily 
becomes more of a menace to G er­ 
many . 
From Archangel the allied 
troops are m aking good progress 
tow ard Vologda and apparently are 
operating in three columns against 
the Bolsheviki.

“ Beneficial results of training in 
the cantonm ents dem onstrated w hat 
can be done under a broader educa­ 
tional plan, when young people of 
all nationalities, from all parts of 
the country, and all classes widen 
their horizon throug h intensive tra in­ 
ing in the essentials of life and g ov­ 
ernm ent upon equal term s,” says a 
statem ent issued by the com m ittee 
explaining the objects of the m ove­ 
ment. 
“ In addition 
to 
m aking 
Strong , 
alert, clean cut, thinking Americans, 
the training would create a sense of 
individual responsibility, streng then 
character and prom ote a hig her re ­ 
g ard for each other, for their country 
and the cooperation for the welfare 
of all. 
“ Preparations for the training can 
not wait until after the war as the 
responsibility for wise g overnm ent 
will more than ever fall upon th£ 
new voters from all environm ents 
during the reconstruction period, and 
they should be the wholesome, red 
blooded m issionaries 
to carry 
the 
messag e of orderly prog ress and co­ 
operation into every neig hborhood 
in the land. 
T here is a deep con­ 
viction th a t the benefits of the pro­ 
posed training will reach the heart 
of every home, lend constant in­ 
spiration to our national life and 
mean much to posterity. 
“ This is th e m ost im portant m ove­ 
m ent 
before the Am erican 
people 
today and, in addition, this peace 
loving nation m ust never ag ain bear 
the g reat penalty of being wholly 
unprepared to m eet unexpected vio­ 
lation of its liberty.

To man the m erchant fleet w ith All-American crews is the next step 


in the Shipping Board program, now that the shipbuilding is assured, ac­ 


cording to the statem ent of Chairm an Edw ard N. Hurley. 


To this end. ten training ships, capable of turning out 3,000 men a 


mo nth are maintained by the shipping board on the Atlantic and Pacific 


coasts, in the Gulf and the Great Lakes. 
Now three mo re training ships 


are autho rized. 


Since the w ar began, manning of new to nnage has been divided on a 


lifiy-lifty basis between the Shipping Board and the Navy. 
Ships used by 


the navy for transpo rt service— including troops, anim als and war m a­ 


terials-—are manned by naval crews.

Quite the strangest of all fishing ac­ 
cessories is a diminutive electric ves­ 
sel deslguejl perhaps more as a 
nov­ 
elty than for practical purposes. It is 
three feet long, oj light weight, aud 
in appearance bears some similarity 
to a submarine. If Is intended to car­ 
ry a line out to sea Tor a fisherman sta­ 
tioned ashore. 
It is not made clear 
that Hie boat has ever performed the 
function, but by setting a clock-dial 
regulato r it is said the mechanism may 
be made to sto p operation after the 
craft has covered any distance up to 
abo ut a mile.

NATIONAL EDUCATIVE SYSTEM. 


A unifo rm system of public educatio n thro ugho ut the United States 


under federal regulatio n and control is co ntemplated in a bill prepared and 


intro duced in the house by Representative Jam es W. H usted of New York. 


Mr. Husted would have a presidential commission of live perso ns appo inted, 


whose duty it would be to inquire into the co nditio n of educatio n in the 


several states, to consider the advisability of ado pting a unifo rm compul 


sory educational system, and a natio nal system of m ilitary educatio n in the 


public schools and colleges. 
The commission would reco m mend impro ve 


menta in educatio n m etho ds with a view to securing better and more prac­ 


tical results, and also such legislation as m ight he necessary to carry their 


ideas into effect. 
Mr. Husted has had his bill referred to the co mmittee on 


educatio n of the house for their co nsideratio n and repo rt. 


DIIk NOT BORROW TO BUY BONDS. 


The Federal Reserve Bulletin says th a t one of the mo st enco uraging 


and gratifying features of the Third Liberty Loan is th a t apparently there 


has been little use of bank acco mmo datio ns fo r the purchase of the bonds. 


It estim ates that pro bably more than SO per cent of the bonds are already 


fully paid for. 


The financial statem ents of the vario us Federal reserve banks indicate, 


acco rding to the Bulletin, that not much bo rro w ing from the hanks was 


do ne by the subscribers to the third loan. 
They either paid cash o r bo ught 


on the installm ent plan. 


This eases a great deal the burden of the banks, upon whose sho ulders 


rests the financing of the business and industry of the co untry.
